1 
It was this question, to fearlessly dls- J 
cussed by the father, that led his illus- 
trlous daughter. Harriet, to study the

book—"Uncle 
Tom's 


Cabin." 


This daughter was born in 
IJUA- 


field, Connecticut in 1812. and was 
twenty years old when she came to 
Cincinnati. She there bad an excel- 
lent chance to study tbe working, and 
to see the results, of slavery. She had 
only to cross the river to see it In all 
its degrading conditions 


Four years after her arrival in Cin- 


clnniti she was married to Professor 
Calvin E. Stowe, of Lane Seminary 
Sfce was always foad of writing, and 
In 1S49 she pubJishPd her first import 
ant work, "Mayflower", or "Sketches 
of the Descendants of the Pilgrims" 
This book was so well roceli ed that it 
was rtpublished a number of times 
This work brought the yoiinjr writer 
prominently before the reading world 
and she was soon engaged to write a 
serial story for "The National Era " an 
anti-slavery paper published in Wash- 
ington 
This story waa begun in 1851 


and finished in April, 1S52, when It 
was published in two volumes under 
the well known title of "Uncle Tom's 
Cabin. 
This matchless story, BO true 


to the life, caused the slave-holders of 
the south to cringe under its terrible 
blow s and to ut>e every effort to parrj 
its tliruaU 
But all to no avail. The 


truth was there and truth can not be 
turned aside 
Tbe anti slavery people 


of thf north saw in It a morf powerful 
argument than any they had 
heard 


and '1'ucle Tom 3 Cabin ' soon became 
the watchword of all those who emist 
ed in the struggle against slavery 
The hook was read by thousands) of 
poople in foreign landM. and by many 
thousands more at home 
It hastened 


the out break and justified tie resuitB 
of th( civil -war—that t"rr!blo struggle 
which washed away in blood the etalns 
of two hundred ana fifty yeans of un 
requittr-ii toil

planned, a great and lasting honor 


But even more noted than the daugh- 


ter Harriet, was the illustrious son, 
Heury Ward Beecher He was one jear 
older thaa Harriet, and haa received 
a better education. He was gra^i"'»d 
from Amherst College in 1834, and tm-n 
came to Ohio to study theology at 
(>ane Seminary, Cincinnati. 
As his 


father was president of that noted 
school, young Beccher had uausual 
advantages, and he improved them all 
His marked ability was soon recognlx- 
ed, and He waa made txiiU/i of ' 'i "6 
Cincinnati Journal," a paper which he 
raised in a short time to a high rank. 
He had prepared 
himself 
for 
the 


ministry, and in 1837 he was called 
to tbe pastorate of a church at Law- 
renceburg, Indiana, «au in 1839 to a 
more important charge in Indianapolis. 
In Uiis latter position was 
found a 


wider field for the use of his remark- 
able talent*, and hi« work was «o wide- 
ly and so favorably known that he re- 
ceived a cal! to the pulpit of Plymouth 
church. Brooklyn. New York, after 
eight years of service at Indianapolis. 
Hte accepted the call, and for almost 
half a century h« filled the pastorate 
of Plymouth church, easily 
taking 


rank aa the foremost 
preacher of 


America 


Thr church and congregation of Ply- 


mouth were the largest in this country. 
Thousands of people heard Mr. Beech- 
or preach every Sunday, and many 
were turned away for want of room. 
His sermons were always full of In- 
terest 
He believed that humor, as

But the secret of Mr 
Besecher's 


po-sv»r as a speaker was not his keen 
•e»a»e of humor, nor his descriptive tal- 
ent, but it was his intense earnestness 
He believed what he said, and so did 
LIs lieaiers 
There is no place in this 


ago for the uoy or girl who is not in 
earnest. 


But Mr Beecher was able to serve 


his country in another way, even more 
valuable to it than his great work as a 
preacher and an author. In 1863, at 
a very critical period of the Cirii war, 
Mr. Beecher was in England. Presi- 
dent Lincoln, knowing the growing 
feeling in England in favor of 
the 


South, caused largely by the "cotton 
famine," which wss brought on by th 
blockade of southern ports, sent, by 
the most rapid vessel, a request to Mr. 
Beeoher to exert all his influence to 
counteract the growing sympathy, and 
thus prevent Great Britain from rec- 
ognizing the Southern 
Confederacy. 


Mr. Beecher was on the point of sailing 
for homo, wtien the message of the 
president reached him 
He it once 


changed his plans, aad arranged to

1**? n? thn kinic- 


dom—Manchaster. Edinburgh. Glas- 
gow, Liverpool and London. 


At Manchester, on October 9, Mr. 


Beecher began his series of appeals to 
the English. An audience of more 
than seven 
thousand 
greeted 
him 


there, and listened witn increased en- 
thusiasm while he sketched the politi- 
cal movements, extending over flfty 
years and leading up to the open con- 
flict between freedom and slayery in 
tbe United States. 


At Edinburgh., and at Glasgow, the 


mobs would not allow him to b* heard 
drowning tola voice in yells and caJto. 
As long as he dwelt upon mere his- 
tory, aad indulged in his rare humor, 
i they would hear him; but tae moment 
be attempted to show them that slit- 
very waa wrong, they would not hear 
bin 


But the scene of his greatest 


triutuph was 5n Liverpool, where the 
throng was so dense that when he ar- 
rived at th* great hall in which he 
was to spenk, he could not gain an 
enhance until actiyilly carried in on 
the L-hculders of policemen Mr. Beech 
er wai n man who learned by eirxri- 
enoe. (md he had taken the precaution 
here to have a numlwr of competent 
rcpoitora present whose duty it should 
be to Rive to the puijie through the 
press, all that he d«slr*<t to say. This 
had tot-en fully arranged through the 
! editors, of the great papers of Liter- 
pool. When Mr Beeeher appeared the 


1 applause was tremendous, but at noon 
'ai he began a defense of the Union 
1 catit*. hU voice *»• drowwd in ft mad- 
dened i«a of ln*uU», taunts sa»a curse*. 
Not disturbed In UK I*asC Mr. B«Kh 
er quietly *wmUc«&rd«r a»d INSMI a 
Mcond tlaw. And • worn* tbM h« 


was forced to atop. He now lMUt«d 
ov*r aad b«gan hit addivw to tbe re- 
porters seated In front of him. This 
caught the attention of those seated 
near by. and, out of mere curiosity to 
hear what he wait saying to the re- 
porters onlv. row after row of that 
vast audience became quiet. When 
oi.ce they neard toe full force and the 
magic power of Mr. Beechers' elo- 
quence, they could do nothing else 
than listen. And when they heard, they 
believed. 


For three hours the great orator 


held the throng "as in the hollow of 
his hand," gaining decidedly "the most 
memorable oratorical 
success ever 


achieved by an 
American 
citizen 


abroad in behalf of the name and honor 
of his coeetry." 


His last speech waa in London, 


where he waa received in great Exeter 
hall, by one of tbe most enthusiastic 
audiences ever assembled in the Eng- 
lish capital. He showed his bearers 
plainly that neither the slave, nor sla- 
very, could help England, and that 
both were hostile to commerce the 
world over. 


In each of the five great speeches, he 


discussed a different phase of the ques- 
tion. Thus taken as a whole, they 
gave, in orderly, connected manner, 
all the great points at issue 
At the 


close of his work It was at once ap- 
parent that a great change uad come 
over England—they no longer sympa- 
thized with the cause of slavery Tbe 
South was left to fight its battles alone 
and the world knows the result 


From these facts it is readily seen 


that Mr Beecher performed a great 
service for the Union, the benefit of 
which the whole, reunited country en- 
joys. Viewed from any standpoint, his 
work in Great Britain was more in- 
fluential taau sui else uwt had been 
said or done. His was "a more re- 
markable embassy than any envoy who 
has represented ns in Europe since 
Franklin pleaded the cause of the 
Young Republic at the court of Ver- 
sailles " 
< 


On his return to America he was 


received with great distinction, and his 
fame as an orator, and defender of the 
Union, waa firmly established. Both 
his popularity and bis power remained 
with him till his death, which occurred 
March 8th. 1887 No one has taken 
hie place 
No one/ can take his place
